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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 12/23/2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
the application No. 10/576,489 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

With respect to claims 1-9, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a lithium ion capacitor wherein a positive electrode active material is a 
material capable of reversibly supporting lithium ions and/or anions, a negative 
electrode active material is a material capable of reversibly supporting lithium ions, and 
the potential of the positive electrode is at most 2.0V after the positive electrode and the 
negative electrode are short-circuit, characterized in that each of a positive electrode 
current collector and a negative electrode current collector has pores penetrating from 
the front surface to the back surface. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
